REMARKS 



Claims 1-5 are pending. In the April 17, 2002 Office Action, the Examiner 
rejected claims 1-5 as being based upon a defective reissue Oath or Declaration under 
35 U.S.C. § 251. The Examiner also required new formal drawings in the present 
Reissue application. 

Enclosed herewith is a Supplemental Reissue Declaration, executed by each of 
the three named inventors, which identifies the foreign applications to which the original 
U.S. patent claimed priority. 

New formal drawings are enclosed herewith, overcoming the objections set forth 
by the draftsperson.
